Many people think Appomatox 
marked the end of the war, as 
Sumter did its beginning. As a 
matter of fact, the war did not end 
officially until August 20, 1866, 
when President Johnson issued a 
proclamation announcing that war 
was at an end, and that peace, or- 
der and tranquility and ciyil au- 
thority existed in all the States. 
While Lee's surrender was not the 
end of the war, it was the begin- 
ning of the end. Johnson stir- 
rended on April 26 "Dick" Taylor 
on May 4, and Kirby Smith npt 
until May, 26. On May 13, more 
than a month after Lee's surrender, 
a sharp fight took place at Palmet- 
to ranch, in Texas, which is called 
by Jefferson Davis and .other au- 
thorities the last battle of the war. 
The commander of the Union 
troops, mostly colored, says in his 
report: 

"The last volley of the war, it 
is belieyed, was fired by the Sixty- 
second United Slates Colored In- 
fantry, about suDset on May 13, 
1865. between While's ranch aud 
(he Boss Chica, Texas." In this 
fight, which took place on the 
American side of iheltio Grande 
Rive r, the Mexican Imperialists 
sent over a bodv of cavalry, which 
aided the Confederates in their 
last and successful attack. On 
June 13 Tennessee was declared at 
peace; June 23 the blockade was 
raised; July 22 Grant made his last 
official report; April 2, 1866, pro- 
clamation that Georgia, South 
Carolina, Virginia, North Carolina, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Mississippi and Florida 
are tranquil, issued by the Presi- 
dent. August 20, 1866, war of • 
ficialh declared ended. The latter 
date was in 1867 fixed by Congress 
as the official and legal date of the 
close of the war.— New York 
World.

Hanged by His Friends.

The party 
had been much liked and respected 
by the other miners, who would 
readily have subscribed 1000 
ounces of gold dust to give them a 
fresh start, but ere the dawn of 
th« next day the whole party had 
disappeared, leaving their jlaim in 
the same state as i f lay at the time 
of the tragedy.^— London Tele 
graph. 



How to Punish an Elephant. 

The Robinson circus which ex 
hibited at Greensboro last week, 
had an elephant that became unru- 
ly and tried to kill his keeper and 
an attendant, smashing both up 
pretty badly. It became necessa- 
ry, to subdue the huge beast, and 
the Greensboro (N. C.) Telegram 
describes the process as follows: 

Accompanied by an elephant he 
was led into the little thicket of 
pines. Here his front feet were 
bound with chains to two good-siz 
ed trees. His hind feet were se- 
curely bound together with chains 
and ropes and then a block and 
tackle carrying ijt two inch rope 
was fastened to his feet and 
then to a pine tree 20 feet away. 
About thirty men caught bold of 
the rope and began to pull; with a 
scream of rage the mighty animal 
lunged forward and the rope snap- 
ped like thread. Again the rope 
was made fast, and so soon as the 
pull began the animal lunged, 
snapping off the hook. 

All the while he was trumpeting 
freely. When finally he was se- 
curely fastened and the men fell 
upon him with spikes, pitchforks 
and clubs. The animal screamed 
and lunged while the men thump- 
ed, prodded and thrust. The 
blood was oozing from a hundred 
pricks in his hide. A fork was 
thrust through the tough cuticle of 
the ear and pulled out of the han- 
dle. The elephant caught it and 
drew it out himself and after bran- 
dishing it for a while threw it 
away. 

After pricking him until they 
were exhausted the elephant was 
still unconquered. Attendants 
were dispatched to bring straw. 
This was piled up under him aud 
burned. As the flames .enveloped 
him he screamed and lunged, but 
would not cry for mercy. He 
caught up great quantities of dirt 
and threw it on his back in appar- 
ent efforts to protect himself from 
the fire. Three times the straw 
was piled up and three times the 
flames licked and curled about his 
body, but it was all to no purpose. 
He would not give up. Finally 
when the straw was burned up the 
tough cuticle began to loosen from 
the animals sides. It hung in 
flakes and sheets three feet square 
and fell to the ground, exposing 
the cuts, smooth and white under- 
neath, The animal would thrust 
his proboscis loto his mouth, fill 
with water and spray himself. The 
ground where he stood was ground 
into dust a foot deep by his strug- 
gles and the chains bv which he 
was held bad billon into the tries 
two. or three inches. 

The elephant was conquered in 
the end but was never cowed. The 
punishment seemed cruel and yet 
was necessary. It meant safety 
for the keeper in the future.

An enlightened people would not 
tolerate the sale or manufacture qf 
intoxicating liquor; it would not 
allow foreign Governments to send 
such products to our shores, A 
revenue that is taken by selling 
alcoholic poisons to one's people 
is an unrighteous and illegal reve- 
nue. A prolific cause of insanity 
and idiocy is due to the dissolution 
of brain cells, brought on by intox 
icatiug alcoholic drinks. The mod- 
ern experimental psychologists 
have proved this. Stop drinking 
liquor. Stop the manufacturing, 
and let the Government show that 
it is a righeous Government by 
using every method to prevent its 
exportation to other countries. 
Millions of people are killed by 
European liquor introduced to 
Asiatic countries since the intro- 
duction of so-called Christian civil- 
ization. Why should we not have 
a scientific religion based on uni- 
versal laws? Why should man 
kill bis brother man for the sake 
of fifty lucre? Are Christian .eth- 
ics as enunciated by Je&us Christ 
practical, or not? If not, Chris- 
tianity must not bo preached to 
people either here or in Asia. Is 
a life of self-abnegation and mercy 
possible? A religion that cannot 
make man good is a dead religion. 

"Christ's religion is a living re- 
ligion. I believe firmly in the 
principles of Christ's ethics, hav- 
ing lived up to them, and I have 
come from Asia to join hands with 
the go d people of America to 
work for the ameliaration of the 
people hero and in Asia, and eman- 
cipate them from the demon of 
drink ard cruelty.

This will even loosen tar 
tur if eating two or three times a 
day, successively for a week. The 
same effect is produced, though 
perhaps not in an equal degree, by 
eating strawberries and raspber- 
ries, especially the former. A leaf 
of common green sage rubbed on 
the teeth night and morning clean- 
ses and polishes them beautifully.

THE CONDITION OF CROPS. 



COTTON'. 

Since ruy last report of Sept. 1, disas- 
ter has overtaken this crop all over the 
state. Bust aud shedding and drouth 
have done their work, aided iu some 
counties by caterpillars, and I think it 
a fair statement to say that the prospec- 
tive yield is 25 per cent off from what 
it promised to be a month ago. I have 
been in all sections of the state during 
September, I have observed the crop 
closely myself, and I have talked with 
experienced farmers from many ooun- 
ties, and I venture the assertion that 
Georgia will make no more cotton than 
she did last year. Iu addition to this 
disaster, the price has declined more 
than a ceut a pound in the same time, 
and our farmers are now face to face 
with a small crop and the price in most 
oases below the cost of production. The 
crop is being rapidly gathered and 
many farms where rv 
picking is practically 
weather continue for a few weeks 
longer the crop will all be gathered, as 
there is very little top crop anywhere in | 
the state. 

Fortunately this crop is good, gener- I 
orally, though a few counties report ! 
short on account of local drouth. It is ' 
fortunate that our farmers will have ! 
but little oorn to buy, for there will be ! 
little or no money left in their hands 
from the sale of their cotton. I advise ! 
every farmer to save his corn carefully : 
and allow none of it to be wasted, for 
corn promises to be higher in price next j 
year than it has been for a year or two ] 

OTHER CHOPS. 

Rice is reported good from the coast I 
counties, where the bulk of the crop is ■ 
raised, and no severe storm having oc- j 
curred in September most of it is now ] 
safely harvested. Sorghum and sugar ! 
cane have made fair crops, though the ! 
latter has been retarded in growth bv j 
dry weather in the early summer. The \ 
crop of peas is good and they should be 
gathered iu spite of the pressing de- " 
mauds of the open cotton. Peas sold 
this year in Atlanta from $1 to |1.25 
a bushel, and every farmer that has 
them should at least save his seed, if 
no more. A great deal of fine fodder 
and hay has been cured and housed, 
and this good work should still go on 
wherever rains have kept the grass 
green and nutritious. 

Grouudpeas and sweet potatoes are 
an average crop, aud will go a long 
ways towards fattening the killing 
hogs, particularly in South Georgia, 
Where grouudpeas are largely planted 
for this purpose. 

Are generally reported healthy and 
in good condition, aud with plenty of 
corn and fodder are likely to continue 
so. Some reports of cholera, but less 
than usual.

| states, and this is a fact, despite 
what is a matter of general knowl- 
edge, too, that the southern army 
was materially smaller throughout 
the war than the northern forces 

An explanation of the apparent 
anomaly which has recently ap - 
peai-ed shows in detail' that 
the number of southern officers 
was relatively larger than the 
number of northern officers du- 
ring the cival war. The official 
army list shows one general in 
chief, Robert E. Lee, and seven 
full generals as follows: Cooper, 
Albert Sidney Johnson, Beaure- 
gard, Joseph E. Johnson, Smith, 
Bragg and Hood. The number of 
lieutenant generals in the Confed- 
erate army, Stonewall Jackson, 
Hill, Early, Buckner, Wade 
Hampton and Gordon among 
them, was 19, and there were be- 
sides 81 major generals and more 
than 20O brigadier generals. This 
was very much larger than the ar- 
my roll in respect of staff officers 
on the Union side at a correspond- 
ing period. Before the establish- 
ment of the office of lieutenant 
general there were 4 major gener- 
als and 11 brigadier generals in 
the regular army, and 20 major 
generals in the volunteer service. 
There was correspondingly a low- 
er number of colonels and majors 
in the southern than in the north- 
ern army, and the reason of this 
was to be found in the fact that the 
commands of southerners were 
generally smaller and more widely 
separated. 

The northern forces constituted 
the attacking army. The south- 
ern forces after the battle of Get- 
tysburg were on the defensive, 
and much of the conflict which 
continued during the closing years 
of the strife was, so far as the 
southern men were engaged in it, 
of a desultory, guerrilla character. 
The services of sharpshooters, of 
small attacking columns, of com- 
mands organized for foraging pur- 
poses or to cover a retreat, were in 
detail, and the commander of each 
detail took, by courtesy and under 
military usage, a title as high in 
its way as a northern commander 
would receive if in charge of a 
force perhaps eight or ten times 
larger. It is a well known fact 
that military men having titles are 
as slow to surrender them and to 
forego their use as office holders 
to retire from the honors and 
emyluments of public station. The 
rule "once a colonel" still prevails 
in the south, and it applies in like 
manner to generals, majors and 
captains, as well. A man who may 
have acted for a few hours per- 
haps at the head of a detachment 
as its colonol, though actually a 
corporal, has since the close of the 
war continued to be known as col- 
onel. New York Sun.

The negro lunatic building at 
Milledgeville was destroyed by 
fire last Tuesday.

The 
building cost $120,000, insurance 
$71,000. It was either caught by 
the sparks of a workman who was 
repairing the roof or set by some 
of the lunatics. They will have to 
occupy the white building until 
the other can be replaced. 



A bill has been introduced not to 
work persons on the road younger 
than 21/ 

Representative Blalock's bill to 
pay school teachers the salaries 
due them for the present quarter 
and to authorize the state treasurer 
to borrow $400,000 for that pur- 
pose has passed the house. 

The house has sounded the death 
knell to football playing in Geor- 
gia by making it a penalty for 
playing a prize or match game in 
the state. • 

A bill has been introduced to al- 
low confederate veterans to con ■ 
duct any business except that of 
selling liquor without license. 

Mr. Charters has also introduced 
a bill to authorize the county board 
of education in this state to apply 
not exceeding 25 per cent of the 
funds coming into their hands to 
the building, maintaining and pro- 
curing proper schoolhouses and 
school furniture. 

A bill has been intorduced in tho 
senate to make the sale of cigar- 
ettes illegal in Georgia. 

A bill for a Constitutional Con- 
vention has been favorably report' 
ed but delegates are to serve with 
out pay and are to be elected ten 
from each congressional district. 

It is quite likely that the geolog- 
ical department of the state will be 
continued. Col, Charters and 
other leading members made strong 
arguments in its favor Tuesday. 

TheNewbery Family. 

Ed. Nugget: — 

Your reference to the Newbery 
woman and family in the last Nug- 
get, does injustice, perhaps, to 
some of the good people who have 
been helping this unfortunate fam- 
ily, who have no legal claims upon 
the people of Dahlonega. You 
conclude your article by saying: 
"Some of the missionary money 
that is being collected and sent off 
to the heathen in foreign countries 
could be used to good advantage 
right at this little log cabin not 
more than a mile from Dahlon- 
ega." It comes within the knowl- 
edge of the writer that several la 
dies of Dahlonega have visited 
these poor people and given them 
substantial aid, and so far as he 
knows them every one of these la- 
dies arc ardent believers in foreign 
missions. Those who believe ex- 
clusively in home missions are go- 
ing to give something, but they 
have not done so up to this time. 

The editor of the Nugget could 
do some good to the community by 
having these people and all others 
like them, scut back to tho com- 
munities they come from. Dah 
lonega and Lumpkin county have 
been imposed upon a great deal by 
paupers from other counties. If 
this "half idiot" Newbery, and his 
wife and child are paupers, as 
doubtless they are, they should 
either be sent to the county poor 
house, or to the community they 
came from. W. P. Price

During a trial in Macon the 
other day it came to light that an 
oil inspector was receiving on an 
average of $40 per hour.

Shortly after the law went 
into effect numbers of barrels of 
oil wcie shipped to Dahlonega 
which had to be scut back on ac- 
count of the inferior quality of oil.

And 
now when our merchants empty 
their oil they send tho barrel back 
to Gainesville to be rctilled, and 
when it returns there is no Intra 
mark on it of the inspector.

We are glad to learn from Col. 
Price's letter to be found elsewhere 
that the good ladles of Dahlonega 
have recently been visiting the 
Newbery family, mentioned in last 
week's paper as believed to be suf- 
fering, and given all the aid neces 
sary. Ladies are more thoughtful 
than men and would do a great 
deal more for the comforts of poor 
people and be a bisrger advantage 
to the cause of religion if they oc- 
cupied the pulpit in place of many 
of the men who till this posit ion 
today. 

But let us talk a little more 
about the Newbery family. This 
man and his wife came here some 
time during the summer so that 
the man might engage in wood 
chopping. Soon after their arriv- 
kness visited the little lonely 
hut beyond the Findley Hill. For 
weeks and weeks this poor fellow- 
lay without any medical aid. Hun- 
ger forced the wife to leave her 
husband alone and come to town 
and beg to keep from starving. 
Did any of the preachers that were 
drawing a salary whose business it 
is to show people the way to 
heaven, visit that sick man? Not 
one. When if he had have been a 
frequent visitor of the church, or 
even been in the habits of contrib- 
uting pretty liberally to it, 
mattered not whether he attended 
much or not, you could not hi 
tied them with an inch rope suffi- 
cient to kept them from going to 
this man's house every day, and 
if he had died with all his "church 
dues" paid up he would have been 
followed to the place of worship 
by a large number of mourning 
friends. The church house and 
yard would have been crowded 
with people and first one and an- 
other would have talked over him 
until he got to stinking and had to 
be placed under the sod. Then for 
weeks he would have been 
referred to by some of the minis- 
ters while in the pulpit— often 
longing to meet him in that beau- 
tiful world on high— and right then 
if an angry looking cloud had ap- 
peared these preachers would have 
been about the first ones to the 
nearest cyclone pit. What if the 
poor man had have died in 
present condition? He would have 
been carried a direct route and bu- 
ried by a few people — quite likely 
without the presence of a minister. 

We all, more or less, put on too 
many outside appearances. Often 
after a poor man, woman or child 
gets too sick to eat anything you 
will see persons start right through 
town to their place of abode with 
a little dab of victuals on a waiter 
as big as a wagon wheel covered 
with a napkin as large as a table 
cloth. You may deceive the peo- 
ple but you can't the Lord. We 
knew of a lady three years ago 
sending a new preacher a bi. 
dish of honey. He was so < 
that he even kept the dish without 
calling around and returning 
thanks for either. 

There was about ipiiO made up 
by tho Dahlonega M. K. Church 
recently for a heathen land where 
there is no doubt about the inhab- 
itants being safe from torment 
when they die, and we do think 
that such people as the ones refer- 
red to, that are right here among 
us, have a more "legal right" to 
some of this money than those 
heathens in a foreign land. The 
ministers say that tho Creator did 
all things well. If Me had have 
wanted those heathens wise He 
would have made them so at the 
start and left no unfinished work 
to be completed by man. 

Let the money be used here at 
home where wo know it is needed. 

But a few years ago an agent 
made a tour through this county 
and found several families without 



Bibles. Some were too poor to. 
buy them and others too stingy. 
Let ministers go out and talk to 
these people like they used to be- 
fore so much stylo was adopted. 
And if a minister happens to fine' 
a dirty house let him keep it to 
himself and not go around and talk 
about it like one did here a year or 
two ago. Poor people have poor 
ways. They have to keep busy at 
work in older to make "buckle 
and tongue meet" and have not got 
time to primp and sweep four or 
fiye times a day. There are hous- 
es in Dahlonega that no minister 
has seen inside of this year. And 
last but not least, let pastors re- 
quest all their members haviug 
houses to rent, not to let them be 
occupied by lewd women that are 
always creating so much devil- 
ment. Much good might be ac- 
complishment in various ways if 
ministers would be wide awake, up 
and doing like all other employed 
ed people, and when they fail or 
refuse turn them off and hire them 
over.

I date. But judging from the last 
I election, that time will never come. 
These matters were fully diseuss- 
' ed before the people m- the last 
! election and they chose a man in 
I full sympathy and in favor of the 
1 laws as they now are. I accepted 
I the verdict at! the hands of the peo- 
i pie without a murmur. While 1 
| was greatly misrepresented to the 
people who do not know me, and 



while my opponent, Col. Charters, 
knowingly put a false construction 
upon me and my ideas of relief, I 
have no complaint to make against 
him. His profession eminently qual- 
ifies him for the work he did in the 
race. I accord to him the right to 
use all means in his power to de- 
feat me, I was as honest and sin 
cere in ail things connected with 
the campaign as if they had been 
sanctioned with an oath. No man 
can say that 1 betrayed him, or 
failed to keep my promises. 1 was 
betrayed in the upper portion of 
the county by men whom I took to 
be as solid as Gibraltar — 
men whose position in life ought 
to make them firm and reliable;

violated their pledge to me and se- 
cured my influence for their friend 
(which elected him) and then never 
voted for me. When I found how 
I was betrayed by men under many 
obligations to me and the very peo- 
ple had voted against me who 
would have been benefitted if I 
could have been successful. I de- 
cided to leave the matter with the 
people. 1 have no ambition what- 
ever to be a member of the legis- 
lature. I have a great desire to 
see just laws enacted and all peo- 
ple treated right, and will use my 
best efforts to that end, but not by 
being a candidate soon. I tried to 
convince them that Col. Charters 
was a candidate in his own interest j 
in the race and that he expected to 
be the next Solicitor. This he bit- 
terly denied and told the people he 
would not be a candidate for Solic- 
itor because he was already pledg- 
ed not to be at the next election 
for that office.

What can the people do to help 
themselves? I have made up my 
mind as to my course. The pres- 
ent method of disposing of the 
hues and forfeits is the most out 

civilized people, and I never ex- 
pect to vote for a bill against any 
one for a common misdemeanor 
case until the law is changed. In 
any case where one party has 
damaged another,- and the damaged 
party desires to prosecute, I should 
not hesitate to' find a true bill, or 
convict,- but ■ in cases where no 
damage is done it is a greater out- 
rage to convict in such cases and 
pay the fine money to officers who 
do not earn it than it is to let the 
law go unvindieated. If the judge 
will not allow grand juries to go 
only so far in such cases then let 
them write up their piesentraents 
and adjourn the first day of court. 
If the grand juries all over the 



State would do this then peihaps 
the law-makers would give us just 
laws and as I said before when the 
people desire laws that are just- 
that encourage honesty rather than 
rascality J would like to help en 
act them. Until that time comes 
I shall persue my private avoca- 
tions of life. I assure your read - 
ers that it is no pleasure to me to 
spend my time and means in a cam- 
paign for the good of others, and 
my efforts be repudiated by the 
people as they were at the last 
election. I have no idea, Mr. 
Editor, how you got it into brain 
that I would be a candidate next 
time, for I have neyer intimated 
such a thing to no man, neither 
have I entertained such an idea. 
My time at home is worth more to 
me, financially, than to be Repre- 
sentative. If I knew that it was 
the measures 1 advocated that the 
people repudiated, I would never 
open my mouth in their defense 
again, but I am of the opinion that 
a great many people voted against 
me, personally, because they had 
been told repeatedly that all I 
wanted to go to the legislative for 
was to try to enact laws that would 
imprison people for debt and send 
others — widows and orphans to the 
poor house. Now I am willing to 
wait and let the future show who 
was in the race for personal mo- 
tives. The people in this part of 
the county, who have been what 
you call under my thumb, and 
where I could have oppressed them, 
and got their property for half its 
value, nobly repudiated the charges 
made against me and showed by 
their support that 1 was worthy 
of trust. The people of Lumpkin 
are mostly strangers to tneand un- 
til they get acquainted and have 
confidence in my efforts to do them 
some good by legislation I have no 
desire to seek their support.

More News from London, 

Several issues of the Financial 
News, says the Ellijay Courier, 
published daily in London, Eng- 
land, have been received here by 
promnent citizens interested in the 
Captain Mayne gold mining busi- 
ness. 

The first article was very lengthy 
and gave a full list of the stockhol- 
ders in the British-Georgia corpor- 
tion, and asked the whereabout of 
Mr. Mayne, and if he came back to 
Georgia. The following letter is a 
reply to the first communication: 
j Sir: — As solicitor for Captain 
; Eugene Mayne, my attention has 
| been drawn to your article in to- 
| day's issue under the above head- 
| ing, which is so full of inaccuracies 
that my client cannot allow same to 
pass without contradiction. In 
j the first place Captain Mayne 
! spent some years .in the mining 
dirtricts of the State of Georgia, 
and acquired at considerable ex- 
penditure the options forming the 
: subject of the agreement tho ac- 
i quisition of which was the principal 
I object for which the British and 
Georgia Corporation, Limited, was 
formed and registered on February 
13 last, at the time of which forma 
tion Captain Mayne was in Georgia 
! upon the business of the company 
i with reference to the properties 

agreed to be purchased. 
; A great point is made by you as 
to Article 5 of the agreement of 
February 13, 1897, which provides 
that "Captain Mayne shall proceed 
to Georgia and procure the options 
! contained in the first schedule to be 
renewed." You also state that "it 
would be interesting to know 
whether he went, and if so, the 
amount of success he encountered, 
and that perhaps the shareholders 
would be obliged for the informa- 
tion." I am instructed to say, in 
answer to your queries, that Cap- 
tain Mayne did go to Georgia as 
contemplated, and was successful 
in obtaining a renewal of the 
options as provided for by Article 
5 as quoted by you, and moreover, 
the shareholders wore informed of 
this fact, and, indeed, of every ma- 
terial circumstance arising since 
the formation of the company. 

Your article contains many inac- 
I curacies and statements calculated 
to mislead; but will content myself
